Th* recommendations are 
opportunistic In that they are aimed at reducing 
"tho swollen profits of industry” while making a 
hid for votes a t 9*0 per customer. 
Regarding ths vast profits reputedly accruing 
to Industry, tho Commsrce D epartm ent reports 
that tho amount of business income currently 
going into profits Is 12.9 per cent, the same as In 
1129. However, taxes and Inventory valuation 
adjustment reduce that figure to 7 per cent com­ 
pared with l l per cont In 1929. Meanwhile, labor s 
afear* of lncoml originating in business rose from 
M.1 per bent In 1929 to 99.4 per cent loot year. 


These statistics don't justify the further shift­ 
ing of the tax burden from individuals to busi­ 
ness, for It would place throe billion dollars more 
purchasing power in the hands of buyers while 
Whittling down reserves available to finance In- 
ftmstrial expansion. Already firms short of capital 
•re boosting lbs dem and for bank loans, and the 
hank loan graph Is one of th* charts on which 
the foyer of Inflation Is measured. 
lf tho President had stood by his former opposi­ 
tion to any tax reduction, calculated to Increase 
consum er spending, ho would hsv* been on firm 
ground and entitled to respect for a courageous 
atand. As It la, his plain bld for votes is encour­ 
aging tax reduction advocates in both parties 
when a continued high tax rate would chark In­ 
flation and 
cancel 
a substantial 
part of the 
national debt. 


Statehood Bills Up Again

HE PRESIDENT has renewed hie recommenda­ 
tion of atatehood for Hawaii and Alaska, with 
a Sgaat* vote on Hawaii likely to be taken at 
this sealion. Having already passed the House, 
th* Hawaii bill has a good chance of passing lf It 
doesn't fall victim to legislative Inertia and wind 
ip la I pigeonhole. 
However, many congressmen have serious res­ 
ervations 
concerning 
Alaskan 
statehood. 
The 
arguments arc that Alaska hasn't enough popula­ 
tion and that It Isn't devaloped enough. As a 
matter of foot, Alaska has more people than IS 
states did whsn they were admitted. Aa for Its 
lack of development, Its territorial status Is 1« 
greatest drawback. A new state constitution to 
replace the obsolete code under which Alaska Is 
governed would encourage settlers, give Alaskans 
a fuller share of federal benefits, and do much 
to develop the trem endous resources then*.

The better lo develop that frontier and make It 
strong, Alaskana deaarve a full measure of cltlxen- 
ship, W e h iv e regarded Alaska too long aa a 
land to ba exploited for Its great natural re­ 
sources with Utile thought of giving It anything | 
in return.

NBW TORK — The New York 
Life Ineurance Clo. is preparing 
plana for a new type of city apart­ 
ment building and garden develop­ 
ment for approximately 600 fami­ 
lies, to occupy the block between 
Second and Third Avenues and 
66th Streets, the former site of the 
Third Avenue Railway Co.’s car­ 
barn.
